One 
researcher who worked on a book about electronics hobbies tells us 
that the shortwave, mediumwave, and longwave areas of interest each 
have far greater ‘followings than VHF/UHF.

THEORY #2: Mr. Reinecke was in poor health when all this tock place. He 
wes either in the process of, of about to become involved in selling his 
55.6% of WOAY-tv to the Fergo Forum (that transaction was approved July 
20, 1960). He may have been at odds with the Forum over the financial 
negotiations and joined Soler in en effort to pressure the Forum into @ 
better deal.

WHY THE QUICK SALE? North Dakota Broadcasting Company did not enjoy the 
luxury of the seemingly unlimited resources of the WOAY/Forum comba. 
Considering the dismal financial performance of KXGO-tv, it's pretty sefe 
to essume thet NOSC viewed the channel 11 venture as a Failure; end saw 
the property as something worth more dead than alive. Another Factor was 
@ need for cash to upgrade the Bismarck and Minot stetions., A final 
consideration ie that perhaps the winds of anti-trust were picking up, 
and NOBC simply decided to get rid of 11 before the affair turned into @ 
Full-blown storm. 


NOBODY REMEMBERS: KTHI-tv Chief Engineer Roger Johnson was not familiar 
with channel 11 corporate sffeire prior to his errivel in the early 60's.

‘A DXerI knew from the "50s reported in and ordered 
an FM Atlas, Len Kruse says WJOD 107.5 Galena IL 
now on sir with 6 kw providing a good signal to 
Dubuque IA, doubling from its original 3 kw power, Jim 
Michaels is general manager. During a recent snowstorm, 
AM stations WDBQ 1490 and KDFH 1370 Dubuque 
really kept the residents ofthe area informed, Len 
reports, “Snowmobiles are hauling murses to hospitals; 
driving is just impossible with the big drifts.” I also 
heard from Bob Hawkins at WENS Indianapolis; he’s a 
long-time DXer who has kept in touch since his days in 
the WIFDA in the early '70s. He reports the new 
Anderson IN station, WOME 98.7, is on the air, but his 
receiver would not tell him if it is stereo or not—too far 
away. Tom Comell laments the loss of WEMT 98.7 
Chicago reception in Kokomo (scooping it up with DX 
equipment), but says his kids like the Christian contem- 
porary sounds of WOME. 

Dave Sinclair sent a story about the new Camas WA 
station, KWQM 94.7. When the story was printed they 
wanted KMAS calls, but apparently AM station KMAS 
somewhere in Oregon didn’t want to change to accom- 
modate the Camas group. It expects to have sales offices 
in Vancouver WA or Portland OR—a rim-shotter, it 
looks like. 

DXer D. Bruce Hall likes the new FM Atlas cover, “a 
great improvement and the graphics look more up to 
date. I hope the pages will stay intact better than my 
old Atlas, but | must admit with daily use your book 
gets a lot of abuse,” He finds the maps somewitat useful. 
Apparently there's gonna be a new FM rocker in 
Belleville ON (frequency, calls, technical parameters 
unknown as of this writing). It will be headed by Roy 
Bonistel, former CBC TV program host. The CBC is 
considering changing its basic radio network from AM 
to FM. FM would change by 1994 from classical music 
to more contemporary music and such CBC programs as 
“Momingside” and “Ideas.” The AM band would still 
carry stufflike “Asit Happens” with a “more immediate, 
topical” focus, while a third network with commercials 
would be created. The article did not say if the third 
network would be AM or FM, or a combination, but 
CBC radio has been free of commercials for some two 
decades. 

Bruce sent a writeup on the Magnum Dynalab 
FT-101A tuner, with a retail price in Canada of $850, 
praising its excellent selectivity. The article speculates 
that a “super-duper, much-more-expensive model is in 
the works.” I still have Al Ellis’ former FT-101 tuner, 
‘one of the early models, for sale, and am lowering the 
price ninety dollars to $450 plus $14 shipping It 
includes FM/SCS selectable from front panel switches 
(67 and 92 kHz) and 150-kHz Murata filters—identical 
in performance to the tuner I use for DXing. It's in 
excellent condition and includes the instruction manual. 

Jim Cumbie has been unable to DX KXOX 96.7 
‘Sweetwater TX. Whenever he was in the area, KVMX 
Eastland would come through. Pethaps KXOX is on the 
air, but doesn’t get out like KVMX. He can’t figure out 
what is going on at monophonic sister stations KYOX 
*89,5 Weatherford and KMQX *89.1 Springtown. Each 
seems to have different formats, but at times they 


‘simulcast, and seem to share the “FM-89” nonID only 
during simulcast periods. “‘After the first of the year Ill 
‘be buying some SCAdapters from you.” The Austin TX 
newspaper was kind enough to give the FM Atlas a plug, 
and Karl Zuk calied and promised one in “ it 
Times.” 

Matt Sittel sent some welcome news with his FM

the “point” when spoken. Keith Pugh sent some news, 
too, and he has been awaiting arrival of the FM Atlas, 
He says WKXJ 97.3 South Pittsburg TN is on air in 
stereo, 24 hours, ID with Chattanooga, From a TV 
newscast, Keith learned that WDRM Decatur is No. | in 
the ratings, followed by WZYP Athens, WRSA 96.9 
Decatur, WAHR 99.1 Huntsville and WEAK AM 1000 
Huntsville AL. WBHP AM 1230 Huntsville has hopes of 
buying WDRM 102.1. 

Tom Bryant sent a cassette of WAMB-FM1 106.7 
Donelson TN, with ID only for the AM station; 
probably the FM, which is stereo and directional, is not 
officially on the air—it might be program testing. 
Anyway, there's a low power commercial FM station for 
DXers to go after. 

DXer Nigel Pimblett in Alberta says that apparently 
the CKUA-FM stations do not verify reception reports. 
“I haven't seen any QSLs out of them for the last 
‘several years.” Also reporting in is longtime DXer Jim 
Hughes, wno says the FM stations I show in Mackinac 
City and Gulliver MI remain off the air. “I don't do 
much FM DXing because of the monotony of sameness 
of music.

Bill sent an 
article on the tumdown by the FCC of low power FM 
and restricting FM translators to relaying primary 
Signals, but not DXable signals unless a translator 
Operator wants to do that without getting any compen- 
sation from the primary station, The article focused on 
Gerry Turro’s 103.1 translator in Fort Lee NJ, and how 
it won't be allowed to originate programs in a populous 
county having no commercial FM station licensed there. 
Turro is planning a court appeal. The article mentioned 
educational stations WRRH Franklin Lakes, WFDU 
Teaneck and WRPR in Mahwah NJ, but failed to say 
that WRRH has not been on the air in six years! Bill's 
still waiting for his FM Atlas to come. 

Jerry Montoe in Syracuse called and said he is 
successfully using 110 kHz filters in a tuner—probably 
in combination with 180s or 230s, He's getting a 
monaural CBC French station on 90.7, which I think 
must be CBOF Ottawa. Jim Pizzi sent a central CA FM 
station list from the “Fresno Bee.” It has KEFR Le 
Grand’s frequency wrong, showing it as 88.5, not 89.9. 

Mark Strickert sent information about his club, 
Decalcomania, and he clarifies that he does not run the 
club, Orders are sent from Box 126, Lincroft NJ 07738.

Bill Hepburn skipped the last edition, but is ordering 
the current “FM Ath interest in FM DXing was 
waning, but “now with IF improvements and my own 
installation of another RF stage, FM-DX is better than 
ever! Thus my interest in the new Atlas! I'll cross- 
reference with my info and keep you up-to-date on any 
changes I note. Keep up the fantastic FM column—the 
best around. How anyone can critize you for the 
occasional (or frequent) plugs for FMedia! etc. I'll never 
know. After all, your efforts are all voluntary!” Bill says 
‘Toronto 91,9, the “Molson Indy Network” (CJLX?) is 
likely to be on everysummer in late July, “considering 
the fact that the Molson Indy is an annual event. Plan to 
try to DX this ephemeral (or perennial?) station in 
1991, if it should reappear. Bill says “the split of 
Northwest Territofies looks like an event for 1997—a lot 
Jater than the politicians first expected! I don’t under- 
Stand the long defay.” Bill used to live and DX in the 
‘Northwest Territories. He should consider writing an 
article for the club on how to add an RF stage to a

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tuner, I doubt, however, if most tuners can benefit from 
any more RF stages, as the tuners most of the really 
experienced FM DXers use are already at or near the 
state of the art. 

Gil Morgan wonders if I still have 150 and 180 khz 
filters available, and yes | do. He's in Los Angeles, “the 
land of 100 locals,” and probably not near anyone else 
who modifies tuners for more selectivity. I have gotten 
some calls from DXers in the northeast and have 
referred them to other DXers in that part of the country 
who have a track record in modifying tuners.

Power Multiplexing System Might Enable 
Present FM Stations to Deliver DAB 
Signals to DXers 

Last month's report on digital audio. 
broadcasting in FMedial expressed the 
hhope that DAB might be possible on one 
of the subearriors of an FM station. This 
would enable persons with analog or 
digital receivers to pick up the program, 
‘and it might “unbundle" DAB, allowing 
for the creation of only éne station at 
‘ime in an area, instead of having to wait 
until 16 stations can go on all at once, 

Now comes an idea by John Leonard 
‘and Glen Myers called Power Niultiplexing. 
where the DAB signal is carried behind 
the FM station in the form of @ lower 
ower version of the same program as on 
the main station. Because of FM's capture 
effect, an analog receiver would respond 
only to the stronger, analog signal, while 
8 special digital radio, yet to be made, 
would sniff out the digital. No new 
spectrum would be needed for this form 
‘of DAB, but this system's superiority in 
combatting multipath has yet to be 
demonstrated. According to the newnletter 
of the Milwaukee Society of Broadcast 
Engineers, “the possibilities of this system 
include @ new method for transmitting 
SCA services. I powerful enough dats 
compression becomes available, it may be 
postible to add simultaneous digital trans 
mission of the main carrier signal in the 
same spectrum. ..

It has been awhile, huh -- maybe fifteen years or so. Although I am now in Santa 
Barbara, I would like to “catch up” with general conditions (even without Dx’ing seriously) 
where I lived from 1975 until February 1990, If I may be allowed to as your space permits. 

Paradise (15 miles east of Chico) sits on a ridge in the Sierra Nevada foothills in 
northern California. Our house was at 1990’ asl, approximately 1750’ above the Sacramento 
Valley. Good location for consistent ground wave and tropo, but not as good for & skip 
as Chico (approximately 250° as!) would be. Big Channel Master all channel antenna was on 
top of 100" pine tree, but pointed southwest and no rotor. Extra tree height helped with 
UHF, but made little difference with VHF over a 20’ pole, Distances are approximate. 

The one STRONG local was 12 Chico (12 mi). Strong enough to be snow free were 26 
Chico (40), 7, 9 Redding (75), 3, 6, 10, 13, 31, 40, 68 Sacramento/Stockton (105), 50 Santa 
Rosa (90), 43 Concord and 64 Stockton (125). Usually fair were 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 14, 20, 26, 32, 
38, 44, 60, 66 metro San Francisco (145) and 3, 6 Eureka from back side (135). Following 
were much affected by tropo. Snow free as often as poor, but always there: 19 Modesto 
(140), 36, 48, 54 (155) and 65 (175) San Jose; 11 San Jose (175) would have been except 
sandwiched between 10 and 12. Non-consistent, seen occasionally by tropo (generally up 
to fair-good) were 8, 35 Salinas (200), 46 Monterey (215), 21, 30, 47, Fresno (225), 16, 
24,Fresno (245) before locals existed, 26 Visalia (260), 17, 23, 29, 45 Bakersfield (335), and 
6 San Luls Obispo (300). 

More Interesting was transiator/LPTV OX. Nearby snow free ones were § Paradise 
(for 7 Redding, 4 mi) and 18 Oroville (24 Chico, 10). Poor, but consistent were 8 Oroville 
(7 Redding, 15), 51 Palermo (31 Sacramento, 25), 4 Bleber(?) (12 Chico, 90), and these from 
Lakeport: 52 (12 Chico), 56 (2 Oakland), 58 (3 Sacramento), 62 (6 Sacramento, 36 San Jose 
overnight), 64 (13 Stockton), 68 (10 Sacramento) (80). Seen occasionally on tropo, up to 
fair when in, were 62 Placerville (TBN, 85), 25 San Jose/Santa Cruz (54 San Jose, 175), 29 
Salinas (36 San Jose, 200), and more rarely 57 and 69 San Jose and Hollister (48 Monterey, 
175, 200), The best such DX was for most of a week in November 1989 (not before or 
since): 34 Fresno (42 Concord, 215), almost snow free, and 56 Hanford(?) (or Fresno area) 
(TBN, 215+) poor-fair. 

Occasional E skip there over the years was Identified from such places as Denver, 
Midland, Texas, western Canada, Albuquerque and Spanish from Mexico, generally on 
channels 2 and 4. All this Is from memory as nothing was written down. Translators / 
LPTVs, especially, are in a ‘half-blind’ situation without much in way of station list. A 
few on-air calls of transiators were noted, but not here to save space. Next time: some 
recent activity in my old home town of Wasco, California. Best of DX to all.

fern U.S. phone system is @ wondrous thing. Even with the confusion and compl i- 
ations wrought by the breakup of old Ma Bell, it is still the most complex, complete 
reliable phone aystes in the world. Yet many DXers never pick up the phone in’ an attempt 
to solve their unidentified loggings. 

Invariably, the reason given for this is usually the same: the notion that phoning long 
distance "costs too mich" fo use for this purpose. In reality, long distance phone service 
is an incredible bargain if you keep your calls short and to’the point, end make educated 
Choices about who to call, and when. 

‘The most obvious use for the phone is to call a suspect station to confirm programming 
detalle, “Many shy vey from Calling a DX station because they dread the inevitable 
necessity of explaining what DX is, and why they're calling from hundreds of miles avay. 
The average receptionist taking the Call 1s probably thinking “wacko” and will do whatever 
it takes fo get rid of you. Not always, but often. 

The answer to this is simple ‘Y MENTION DXing WHEN YOU CALL!! Be creative. Pretend 
yourre & local. You can even affect regional accent if you can do it convincingly. 
hrase your questions carefully and leadingly, such as “Gee, that’s a real movie you 
have on there, but I tuned in late and missed’ the title. Could you tell me the name of it 
so I can look’ for it at the video store?" Or, "Wow! I really like that ‘am you had on 
et 11 this morning...what was the name of that again?"If the response is the name of the 
aovie, or program, you logged, you're in luck. If they anaver negatively or heal tat ingly, 
like "Er...we didn’t have 4 movie on this morning...are you sure it was THIS morning?" you 
know you’re barking up the wrong tree. Hang up. Either way, the whole phone call should 
teke about 3 minutes, max. To make sure you get the proper person right away, ask 
specifically for the programming ‘tment when you Call. 

‘Another useful way in which the telephone can be a tool for obtaining an ID is calling 
businesses that are advertising on the unlD station. Suppose you see afed for, “Murray 's 
Mortuary” with a phone number of 555-1234, You've already narrowed the PTA of the opening 
to a few states. Get out your phone book and see which area codes the possible stations 
lie in. Dial that number with each of those area codes. If the number is not a workii 
number in a given code, or has been disconnected, you pay nothing. If the call is ansver 

@ business or individual other than Murray’s, up. You'll be charged for a one 
minute call. If the person who answers the phone greets you with "Good Morning! Murray’ 
Mortuary. I help you?" you've basically made an ID! After all, even if Murray has @ 
chain of mortuaries in different states and area codes, the chances’ of two of them having 
the exact sane 7-digit number are astronomical, And best of all, the most you've spent 18 
2 or 3 dollars on a few one-minute calls, 

LPTVa present ¢ special challenge. Many are really Just passive translators for 
satellite programming, and have no local phone number. Even if the LPTV has a local phone, 
it will not usually'be listed under its actual calls. If you note them using a slogan or 
Pseudo-cell letters, try those. One to try to track down an LPTV is to call the 
elevision or Entertainnent editor of the local newspaper in @ suspect city, Many of these 

yw about an 


individuals are videophiles of varying degrees of commitment, and may we 
obscure LPTY or translator of which most of ‘the general public’ is ignorant. 

Finally, use the phone to call your fellow DXers. If there is an active DXer in the PTA 
gf your uniD, try directory assistance for the number. Bersonally, I-wish ore DXers would 
Ynclude their home phone numbers in their reports. I understand the concern that some have 
about. unlisted numbers and privacy. However, the VUD has a very limited circulation, and 
is of interest to a very limited group of individuals. I doubt that unwanted or annoying 
calls would result from listing your nunber in the UD. I've hed en unlisted number for 
many years and have always published it in the VUD. I’ve never had a problem with annoying 
calls, end nobody’s ever given my number to any salesmen either.

FM DXING 


BY DOUG ALLEN 


Do winter conditions dampen your enthusiasm for FM DXing? It's true, both 
E-skip and good tropo are unlikely during the months of November through 
March in most parts of the country. We have a minor Es peak during 
December and January which corresponds to June and July in the 
southern hemisphere, but most of us will be lucky to catch a 
single opening here in North America. And tropo in the frozen 
north is almost nonexistant though our southern neighbors area little 
better off. For instance, gulf coast tropo is a real possibility. 


There are, however, several possibilities for FM DX. Tropo scatter out to 
500 miles is possible at any season and aurora propagation is also a 
possibility, especially in the more northern latitudes. However, for most 
of us the best bet for winter doldrum DX is meteor scatter. During the 2 
1/2 years I've been here in Colorado, I've ID'd 21 states on ms including 
one, Arizona, that I've heard on no other mode. During the last 27 years 
I've spent hundreds of hours DXing ms, mainly on amateur radio frequencies. 


Meteor scatter occurs when small particles of solid matter enter the earth's 
atmosphere and become heated to incandescence forming a cylinder of dense 
fonization behind the meteor. Billions of particles the size of a grain of 
dare swept up by the earth daily. These meteor trails occur in the E 
jayer at heights around 50 to 75 miles in the fonosphere. This is the same 
height as Es propagation occurs, and skip distances are similiar, about 600 
to 1400 miles. Both empirical study and theory suggest that the geometry of 
ms propagation is as follows: the fonized path must occur perpendicu to 
and approximately equidistant from the transmitting and receiving station 
Those much rarer meteors which are considerably larger than a grain of sand 
‘may create an “overdense column® of fonization that will reflect radio waves 
rom any angle. They are probably responsible for any meteor scatter at 
less than 600 miles. 


hear meteor scatter propagation tune to any quiet frequency on your FM 
ial and turn your aatonke: towards an.area where there are stations around 
700-1200 miles, the distance that fs most favored by ms. You will hear more 
ms signals around 6 AM local time because the rotating earth is rotating 
into sporatic meteor paths whereas 12 hours later around 6 PM -meteor 
velocity has to be great enough to catch up with the flight of the earth. 
Because most of the early morning meteors swept up by the earth will have a 
more or Tess east to west projectory, you will hear a few more pings and 
bursts by aiming north or south than by aiming east or west 


Meteor scatter signals appear randomly at practically full strength and 
aenatly disappear Sust as, abruptly. Tropo. scatter signals and E skip 
signals are different. They usually fade up out of the noise and later fade 
out. You will also notice fading on airplane scatter whereas tropo signals 
may or may not show fading, but will typically last much longer than the 
several second to minute or two length of the very best ms bursts. You 
soon learn to recognize ms signals by these and other characteristics. 
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WINTER FM DXING 


Very short meteor scatter signals lasting’ a fraction of a second and 
conveying no more than a syllable of information are called pings. Signals 
lasting more than a fraction of a second and conveying two or more syllables 
of information are usually called bursts. You will hear many more pings 
than bursts. Although many ms signals strong enough to break a 
sensitive squelch and can even be heard occasionally on a good car radio 
with a whip antenna, most ms signals are less than 20 db out of the noise. 
Therefore, you'll hear a lot more from class C stations running 100 kw than 
from 3 kw stations that are 15 db down in signal strength. So if you're a 
newcomer to ms DXing, choose a quiet class C frequency if possible. 


Most of us will have only a few really quiet frequencies for ms DXing. For 
ms you might want to 0X with an antenna just a few feet above ground in 
order to minimize ground fe interference {f that's a probl 
Polarization and height above ground will make little difference for ms 
Xing. An omni directional antenna is also satisfactory. Learn the call 
letters and formats of the stations in the 700-1200 mile range that you're 
most apt to hear on that frequency. And then listen, listen, listen. You 
can be reading a book, cooking dinner, or writing an article (as I am) while 
you monitor the frequency. 


To give you an idea of what to expect I've put a clock or watch with a 
second hand by my radio and recorded the average number of pings and bursts 
at different times of the day and on different frequencies. I encourage you 
to do the same. I usually record for a ten minute period. On my most quiet 
class C frequencies such as 98.1 I hear about 10 pings per minute and about 
50 seconds of bursts around 7 AM. Around 7 PM it's about 4 pings and 20 
seconds worth of bursts during a 10 minute period. Ona quiet class A 
frequency I hear about 3 pings a minute and about 10 seconds worth of bursts 
during 10 minutes of monitoring at 7 AM and less than half that amount in 
the evening. 


The pings don't convey enough information to be useful, but even short 
bursts of a second or two are long enough to hear call letters, nonIDs, 
“Denver's weather," parts of ads, traffic reports, promos, etc. Most bursts 
are of only a second or two duration, but I hear about one 10 second burst 
or better each 10 minute monitoring period on my favorable frequencies in 
the morning. And about once an hour I'll hear a burst of over 20 seconds. 
On some frequencies where I know there's only one b, g, j, or c format I can 
be pretty sure of the ID though I only hear it a few seconds. Of course, 

wouldn't count a new station on that basis, but I might mentally relog ‘it. 
For instance, I hear many bursts from San Francisco's KABL on 98.1 and a few, 
bursts from ‘Reading's KVIP-FM on the same frequency. Both formats are 
distinctive. KABL IDs frequently, and I can usually record at least one ID 
an hour. KVIP-FM probably only iDs on the hour and half hour so despite 
many minutes of bursts over many hours of monitoring I haven't caught an ID 
and haven't counted the station. * 


To determine your probable rate of success of IDing a ms signal, determine 
how many seconds during an hour your local stations ID or give other 
specific information which you might use to count the station, Stations in 
other parts of the country with similar formats will probably ID about the 
same amount. Some stations ID frequently and give frequent weather and 
traffic reports or local ads that might help you count them. Such stations 
in my area give about 10-20 IDs an hour which take 15 to 30 seconds of 
station time an hour. In addition, some of these stations broadcast 
Specific local information about 15 to 30 seconds each hour. Things like 
“Denver's weather.” Therefore, you have about 30 to 60 seconds during each 
hour to possibly ID such a station. 
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WINTER FM DXING 


On my most favorable frequencies and times I receive about 50 seconds worth 
of bursts ina ten minute period or 5 minutes an hour. These bursts will 
normally be from a number of different stations, some of which may only ID 
on the hour. The chance of hearing that one ID on the hour is approximately 
one in twelve or about 8%. Actually some bursts will be too garbled due to 
doppler shift or because two or more stations are mixing. Therefore, 5 or 
6% is a more realistic figure. So you have about a one in twenty chance of 
catching that ID on the hour under very favorable circumstances. But what 
that means is that a station that IDs 20 times an hour on a quiet class C 
frequency might be ID'd most morning hours. And that has been my 
experience. Of course, infréquent IDers will require much more time. 


For most DXers your first dozen or two ms stations should be easy and 100 or 
more should be possible using the techniques outlined above. If you're an 
experienced ms DXer you might check Fred Nordquist's "FM Statistics" column. 
There are actually frequencies where no one has ever reported ms DX! You 
could be the first! In a future article I'll describe more advanced 
techniques such as taking advantage of meteor showers and using squelch or 
vox circuits to make monitoring a little easier, and ms DXing TY. Another 
benefit of monitoring ms is that you can also “sit" on a frequency which 
might produce a most wanted tropo scatter station. And by monitoring 
regularly you might also catch one of those elusive winter Es or tropo 
openings.

HOW TO INCREASE THE ABILITY TO FINE TUNE A DIGITAL TUNER 
CASE SUBJECT: SONY ST-J60 
Bill Nienajadly 


After reading that Southern FM DX editor Danny Buntin changed the tuning increments on 
his Onkyo T-9090 from 200 khz to 25 khz by simply adding a diode. I wondered if it was pos- 
=sible to do the same on my Sony ST-J60 digital tuner, I was always aware that if one cuts 
out a diode on some scanners, it is then possible to get extra channels and better perfor- 
mance. But after reading Danny's report, I was inspired to see what results I could achieve. 


It seems that the diode seems to play a major role in some way when it comes to tuning in 
steps and channel capacity in some way. I really do not know why. But by adding or cut- 
~ing out a diode at the right spot can evidently change things for the better. 


Before I go and tell you what to do, please remember that the tip Im going to give you is for 
a Sony ST-J60 digital tuner. The concept here, is the possibility of adapting these tips to 
your model. Trial & error is the key here, I wouldn't recommend trying this on a tuner 
or receiver unless you have some soldering skill and the set is out of warranty. The reason 
being, you will likely be cutting some wrong wires along the way and you might have to re- 
solder it. Also if you ever have to get it serviced someday under warranty, they might not 
honor the warranty. 0K I scared off about 1% of you, now for the 99% remaining! 


As said earlier: Danny added a diode, for the Sony ST-J60 I cut out a diode, and more. 
With the cover off (of course!), look toward the front of the tuner (the circuit board part) 
you will noice a big 'IC' chip labelled 'NEC 0552C' this is the biggest chip in the tuner, 
you can't miss this baby! Now...look at the lower right hand corner about a 1/2" away from the 
chip and you will see a diode, a bunch of resistors and some JW (jumper wires). 
Once you located this general area, you will notice that the circuit board has the part #'s 
on it. WITH THE POWER OFF!...Cut JW60, cut R621, cut D602. Make sure that the part cut are 
no longer touching each other. Turn back on the power and you have 50 khz tuning steps now! 
Thats it folks! Its that easy! 


Of course I mentioned that it was trial and error for me, I made the mistake the day before of 
connecting the cut diode lead to a resistor and the ‘IC’ chip was running quite hot, but I 
found out the best way to do it (after cutting ‘this and that‘) now the chip is running at 
normal temp. 


What is the possibility of other tuners/receivers that are digital be modified in the 
same manner? Maybe! Suppose say Onkyo uses the same chip in all thier digital tuners/receivers 
and the diode (or the lack of one) determines what tuning increments your certain Onkyo set 
has. The possibility of just doing a little trial & error with the diode can enable one to 
tune in 25 khz increments from 200 khz tuning. 


The Onkyo T-9090 Mk11 (about $725 ) off the shelf store bought, tunes in 25 khz tuning, how- 
-ever the T-9090 (about $500 ) off the shelf store bought, tunes in 200 khz tuning steps. 
Like I said, if the lower priced models say a $250 store bought receiver uses the same chip 
then it should be possible to mod it to tune like the T-9090 MIT ( about $725 ) just by add- 
‘ing a 25 cent diode! 


Say a top of the line brand, say Pioneer, Yamaha, Denon or what ever tuner you can think of, 
‘tunes in smaller steps than 200 khz, but the mid priced and lower end of the above brands 
use the same ‘chip’ as the top of the line brands listed above but only tunes 200 khz, then 
it is likely possible you can change the steps on the lower priced units. 


In closing I hope I shed some light on this modification. I hope you have much success in your 
efforts to modify. Please: tell others in the club on how you changed the tuning steps in your 
digital receiver/tuner. 


Oh yes...If you own a Carver TX-1la, you already know about the switch inside the Carver tuner 
that enables one to have 50 khz tuning steps ‘with the flick of a switch’ as reported last year 
by Bill Nollman. But the TX-11 (not the 11a) has no switch to change the steps. Using the tips 
told above, one might attempt changing the steps, but those that do not want to ‘experiment’ 
on thier $600+ tuners might want to try another approach. Obtain schematics . for both the 
TX-1] and TX-11a and trace the circuits nearest to the chip for a diode added or missing. Of 
course this might be a bit difficult due to the fact that the TX-11a has also a AM section 
where as the TX-11 does not. Hence there might much more parts to trace on the TX-1la. Don't 
Worry too much though, I belive someone from our great club will likly report on step changing 
for the Carver TX-11. 
The comparison of schematics between a high end and a mid/lower price tuner might reveal a lot!

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A WSER'S VIEW OF THE ICOM R000 


BY TROY MIMS 


As an ICOM R-7000 user, I note that other V.U.D. readers have added this piece of equipment to their Di-ing 
"arsenals." While not being a full-blown tech review by any means, I thought I would write this to share my 
thoughts about the usefullness of this machine to the DXer. I tend to agree with most comments that have been 
made so far, but admit that much of your results depend on your location, as is, I suppose, the case with most Dx 
equipment (nothing beats a box with bells and whistles like a 1000 foot mountain 100 mi, away from all local 
transmitters, right?). , 


‘The ICOM video adapter (TV-R7000) gives you baseband video. If you use a good monochrome video monitor, such 
as a CCTV monitor with 700 lines of resolution, the video looks VERY good, The audio (mono) comes from the 
adapter, which taps into the 10.7 MHz IF output of the receiver (COM also sells an FM stereo adapter). I’ve found 
it’s better to just take the video from the adapter, and rely on the receiver audio output for the audio. 


Forget about using the R-7000 on Meteor Scatter DX. I’ve noticed that sync stability on weak signals is not quite 
0 good as it is on a 12" Magnavox, despite the good sensitivity. This MAY be the fault of the video adapter or the 
‘AGC action of the R-7000, There is definitely much MORE crossmod on VHF than there is with most of the 
conventional TV tuners. On UHF, things are a bit different, perhaps due to the different IF stage schemes Used. 
Sensitivity improves as you approach the 800 MHz cellular phone bands. That's not a surprise, that’s what many 
users want it for! Selectivity on UHF on the ICOM is somewhat better than most TV sets, especially as you 
approach the higher U channels. However something like the old "hybrid" RCA’s and Zeniths from circa 1972-76 
would aut-perform it in selectivity, though NOT in the sensitivity department. 


It 18 possible to hear the audio of weaker stations much sooner than you would with a conventional UHF TV tuner. 
Good examples of this are UHF TVers around 180 mi. away from me, actually listenable much of the time, aften still 
intelligible when these stations are only showing up as framebars on other TV's. A conservative guess is that it 
adds about 50 miles to your daily UHF TV audio tropo-scatter range. True, some TV-only Dyers and purists would 
say "but, this isn’t TV DXing, it’s only TV audio DXing!™ But, you can hear signals you wouldn’t get on a standard 
TV DX hookup with regular TV set or VCR tuner; so it is one HECK of useful accessory! 


‘The R-7000 is definitely NOT a good tuner for FM DX! To be blunt, it’s a disaster if you have any Kind of decent 
local signals. Image response from 70 to 110 MHz is very bad, crossmod and general overload effects are easily 
noticed. I haven't tried to modify the filters used for the “FM wide” mode, but doing so would no doubt help (word 
is that one or two of the radio equipment dealers will do various mods for you, but such aftermarket work may void 
the R-7000 warranty). In the FM wide mode, using the S~meter, I’ve noted that adjacent channel rection is only 
about {5 dB, and alternate channel is also quite poor. In this part of the VHF spectrum, the ICOM seems to have 
very poor blocking dynamic range and IMD rejection. While it is sensitive, image rejection is rather poor in some 
parts of the VHF rang 


‘The R-7000 is overpriced, like much of ICOM’s ham radio gear. It can retail for as much as $1095, with the video 
adapter going for as much as $140. If you want one; call not Just one or two dealers, call several. All the good 


+ ones have ads in your ham and scanner publications) and they are quite competitive. I won't tell you where I got 


mine, but three personal favorite dealers I WILL name are Amateur Radio Electronics, Grove Electronics, and 


Electronic Equipment Bank. 


+7000 options are also pritey, but you do need the video adapter for video Diving. The adapter can be easily 


“ adjusted for 625-line foreign video standards when used with a good (700-line or greater) monocrame monitor that 


accepts a standard baseband video input. Most of the other options you don’t need. In a small Di shack at arm's 
length, the ICOM remote didn’t seem like a good idea to me, so I didn’t go for it. The discane "all channel” antenna 
‘they sell is highly regarded among scanner/monitor enthusiasts. Above 110 MHz, it does a great job on-local ham 
and PSE signals to aver 900 MHz-~almost like having a good ground plane cut for any one of the bands in question, 
But, you really don't want a discone for weak signal DX-ing! 


It’s an expensive toy, to be sure, but among the main reasons I bought it was the decent coverage of the ham bands 
on VHF and UHF, the cellular range, STL’s above 930 MHz, etc. I also wanted to be able to monitor ham TV signals. 
The ham video signals in the 440, 900 and 1296 MHz bands are easy to receive, providing you have (1.) local 
ATV-active hams and (2.) a decent antenna for the band. 


1g versatile for experimenting too. The signal meter (which can double as a center-tune meter) is ideal for tuning 
essen pring, Te Sa oth a fs tage ty oo 
thetion’s frequency down to u1 of a Kz aids [D‘ing video carriers in a big way—especially “oddball” ones, such te 
Sut Genelatare and LPTVs, some of which have been noted to be as much as 40 KHz off center channel. Welcome to 
the "Mickey House engineering” world of LPTV! The feds would never let the full-service stations get away with 
thet! Believe me, getting this receiver has made me want to go out and cut a homebrew yagi for each one of the 
seat bands T can monitor. This is an excellent receiver for those who are really interested in the higher bands, 
Silewing you to tune those bands in ways the serious user will appreciate the most. But--it won't replace your FM
